Death of President 

With deep regret, the Council records the death of the 
President, Shri S. V, Ayyar, at Wellington, New Zealand, 
on 16th February 1968. Shri Ayyar went to New Zea- 
land to represent the Institute at the Fifth Conference of 
Asian and Pacific Accountants held from 13th to 20th 
February 1968 where he suddenly died,

There are over 975 persons who, having passed the 
qualitying examinations of the Institute, aie still await- 
ing membership pending completion of the prescribed 
practical experience in Cost Accounting. 

Studentship 

During the year, the Institute recorded icgistration of 
5,220 students. The total number of Registered Stu- 
dents, excluding those who have passed the Final Exami- 
nation or have discontinued their studies, exceeded 
38,000 on 31st March 1968. 

Examinations 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accoun- 
tancy Examinations were held in July 1967 and Janu- 
ary 1968 at the usual centres. Two additional centres 
were opened in Rourkela and Bhilai during the year. A 
summary of results of these two examinations is given 
in the statement attached. 

Coaching 

The Coaching Administration of the Institute, placed 
in charge of the Director of Studies, Shri S. Ganapathi- 
subramanian, bcom, hcwa, has expanded further din- 
ing the year. The Director of Studies, with the assis- 
tance of the Deputy Director, Shri A. M, Chakrubarti, 
Msc, llb, acwa, aicwa, and the two Assistant Directors, 
namely, Shri J. B. Bhattacharyya, MA, and Shri A. K. 
Sen, ma, has been running the Administration satisfac- 
torily. 

Enrolment in respect of Intermediate and Final 
Courses has been progressively on the increase. The 
relevant figures for these courses up to the end of 
March 1968 arc given below :

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Subject to approval of the Central Government, the 
Council decided to amend the Cost and Works Accoun- 
tants Regulations so that Students registered with the 
Institute prior to 1st January 1965 are not required to 
undergo coaching compulsorily. The consideration that 
weighed with the Council for this amendment is that the 
Students should be allowed to take the examinations of 
the Institute, to the extent possible, under the conditions 
prevailing at the time of registration. Although the 
Council retains the power to vary those conditions at 
any time, it was felt that bringing those students under 
the compulsory coaching was not an absolute necessity. 
The Central Government’s approval is awaited. 

The Coaching Administration has so far recognised 
14 oral institutions where from students may also take 
coaching.

Besides these elected members, the members of the 
Central Council belonging to a particular regional cons- 
tituency were also ex-officio members of the Regional 
Council in that constituency. 

Whereas the life of the present Regional Councils 
would have come to an end on 30th June 1968. the 


Council, in exercise of the power contained in Regula- 
tion 121, extended their life up to 30th September 1968. 
Such extension became necessary so that ihe Annual 
General Meeting of a Regional Council, required under 
Regulation 131 to be held in the month ot August or 
September every year, may be held during the continu- 
ance of the retiring Regional Council. 

The functions of the Regional Councils, as laid down 
in Regulation 116, are being mostly curried out. Be- 
sides holding of clasps, periodical lectures, regional 
seminars, film shows, etc., they are also extending 
library, reading room and other facilities. The Council 
has been providing financial assistance to them to carry 
out their obligations. 

Chapters 

In order to enable Members and Students, residing at 
places far away from Regional Council headquarters, to 
have a common meeting place, the Council has been 
encouraging formation of Cost Accountants Chapters at 
various places. Subject to lulfilling certain minimum 
conditions, these Chapters, which are voluntary associa- 
tions, arc accorded recognition by the Council on a re- 
commendation being made in that behalf by the Re- 
gional Council operating in the area, whereby these re- 
cognised Chapters get financial assistance and other 
facilities from the Council. So far 12 Chapters have 
been given recognition. 

Disciplinary Matters 

The Council is happy to state that no disciplinary action 
under Seel ion 21 of the Act was ever called for. 

Offences by Companies 

The Council is also happy that Section 28 of the Act 
was never to be invoked against a company for commit- 
ting an offence under the Act. 

Regulations 

During the year under review, a number of amend- 
ments to the C\>.t and Works Accountants Regulations 
1959 were carried out, and a few more have also been 
roposed. Amendments carried out and proposed have 
cen notified from time to time in the Journal of the 
Institute, Of the proposed amendments, which are still 
awaiting consideration by the Central Government speci- 
fic mention may be made of the change of syllabus in- 
tended to be effective from July 1971. The new syllabus 
will contain a separate paper on Taxation and on Cost 
Audit which, in the Council’s opinion, have assumed 
greater importance in the career of a Cost Accountant 
and a Management Accountant. 

Functions of the Council 

The functions of the Council, as specified in Section 15 
of the Act, are mostly being carried out. 

Convocation 

The Annual Convocation of the Institute for the year 
1967 was held at Madras on 23rd December 1967 wmich 
was addressed by Shri H, V. R. Iengar, Chairman, E.I.D. 
Parry Group of Companies. A report on the Convoca- 
tion was published in the Journal of the Institute for 
February 1968. At this Convocation the G. Basu Founda- 
tion Prize, the V. Srinivasan Memorial Prize and other 
prizes were distributed among their winners. Certificates 
of pass at the Intermediate and Final Examinations held 
in January and July 1967 were also given away. 

Ninth International Congress of Accountants 

The Institute was represented at the Ninth International 
Congress of Accountants, held at Paris in September 
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1967, by Shri R. S. Sadasiva Iyer and Shri N. K. Bose, 
both members of the Council. At the invitation of the 
Congress, five national papers were presented on behalf 
of the Institute, The Institute, jointly with the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants of India, offered to play host 
of the next Congress. The Institute has, however, been 
informed that Australia has been chosen as the venue 
for the next Congress to be held in 1972. 

Fifth Conference of Asian and Pacific Accountants 

The Fifth Conference of Asian and Pacific Accoun- 
tants, held in New' Zealand between 13th and 20th Feb- 
ruary 1968, was attended by the Institute’s sole delegate 
Shri S. V. Ayyar, who was also invited to act as Co- 
Chairman of one of the Technical Sessions, But as re- 
ported earlier, Providence snatched him away before he 
could so act. The latter part of the Conference assumed 
a gloomy atmosphere at his death. 

Annual Cost Conference 

The Tenth All India Cost Conference, organised on 
behalf of the Institute by the Northern India Regional 
Council, took place at the Constitution Club Budding, 
New Delhi, on 11th and 12th November 1967. The 
Conference w'as inaugurated by the Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter and Finance Minister, Shri Morarji Desai. The 
Technical Sessions were conducted under the ablo 
Chairmanship of eminent persons like Shri S. K. Datta, 
ICS, Chairman of Company Law Board, Shri Sanjoy Sen, 
Managing Director of Sen Relcigh Ltd. and Dr. B. K. 
Ahuja, Professor, Indian Institute of Technology, New 
Delhi. The Conference was attended by a large number 
of delegates and the discussions were lively. Social events 
organised in this connection were also well attended. 

Journal 

During the year, further improvements in the quality 
of the Journal have been carried out. This has been 
possible due to active co-operation of many members. A 
lot yet remains to be done, and the Council earnestly 
hopes that many more members will come forward to 
enrich the Journal by contributing to it their store of 
knowledge. The Council records its appreciation of the 
support given to the Journal by the members who con- 
tributed valuable articles, and also of the services given 
by the members of the Editorial Board of whom special 
mention may be made of Shri S. N. Scngupta who has 
been carrying substantial portion of the Editor’s burden. 

Research 

The Council expected that sonic of the research work 
undertaken earlier would be completed before the end 
of the year. Unfortunately, it has not been possible to 
complete any of them. While work on them is still going 
on, the Council finds ft difficult to specify a date by 
which any of them can be expected to be published. 

future of Accountancy Profession in India 

The Joint Committee on the Future of Accountancy 
Profession in India, set up at the instance of the Central 
Government, as reported last year, is understood to have 
completed its deliberations, It was expected that the 
Report of the Joint Committee would be submitted be- 
fore the close of the year 1967. The Council has been 
advised that the release of the Report would not be 
possible till such time as the Hon’ble Calcutta High 
Court, which issued an injunction order restraining the 
Committee from submitting its report to the Central 
Government or to the Council of the Institute df Charter- 
ed Accountants of India, gave a final decision in the 
matter. However, since the formation of the Joint Com- 
mittee and its objects were notified, a large number of 
members, individually and through meetings in Regional 
Councils and Cost Accountants’ Chapters, expressed their 


concern over their future status and communicated their 
express opinion on the fundamental question of amalga- 
mation of this Institute with the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants of India. In view of the opinions received 
and also in consideration of the subsequent developments 
that had taken place, particularly in the matter of audit 
of cost accounts under Section 233B of the Companies 
Act, the Council felt it necessary' to give further thought 
in the matter. Having reconsidered the whole position at 
a meeting held on 11th May, 1968, the Council came to 
the conclusion that it would not be in the interest of the 
Institute or its members and students to amalgamate 
and, accordingly, decided to revoke its earlier decision. 

Cost Audit 

The Council is happy to note that the Central Govern- 
ment has already framed Rules under Section 209(1) (d) 
of the Companies Act relating to maintenance of cost re- 
cords in respect of some industries. These Rules have 
become effective from the respective specified dates. The 
Central Government has already taken up the designing 
of the form in which cost audit reports are to be drawn 
up. In this regard, the Institute, on an invitation made 
by the Government, has submitted its views. 

The Central Government is also considering what 
qualifications should be prescribed for Chartered Accoun- 
tants for becoming eligible to conduct cost audit. The 
Council’s opinion in this regard, as communicated to the 
Central Government, has been that Section 23 3B of the 
Companies Act does not make it obligatory on the part 
of the Government to prescribe qualifications for Charter- 
ed Accountants for this purpose, nor is it necessary to 
prescribe such qualifications when the number of prac- 
tising Cost Accountants will be quite adequate to cope 
with the volume of cost audit work. The Council further 
stressed that if any qualification is to be prescribed, that 
should be membership of the Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants of India or passing of a qualifying examina- 
tion in Cost Accountancy. The Council’s stand has been 
explained in detail in the President’s circular letter to all 
members dated 13th May 1968. 

Relationship with the Government 

The Council is happy to report that cordial relation- 
ship exists between the Institute and the Central and 
State Governments. Good relationship also exists between 
the Institute and various national bodies, such as, Na- 
tional Productivity Council, All-India Council for Tech- 
nical Education, etc. 

Relationship with Employees' 

The Council is happy to report that the employees ol 
the Institute continue to co-operate in all matters of ad- 
ministration. The Council records its appreciation of 
the devotion, loyalty and sincerity with which the em- 
ployees have been discharging their duties and responsibi- 
lities. 

Accounts 


The Audited Accounts of the Institute for the year 
ended 31st March 1968 are annexed together with the 
Auditor’s report. The accounts show a net revenue of 
Rs. 1,65,152,00 at the year end.
